Anli Trust Act. The first count 
alleges that the defendants, 
"commencing from 1953, con- 
spired to eliminate competition 
among themselves, 1 deferred re- 
search, development and manu- 
facture of motor vehicle anti- 
pollution devices which has de- 
layed the Installation of effec- 
tive motor vehicle anti-pollution 
devices, causing the plaintiff 
stales to spend large sums of 
money for pollution-control, apd 
the people of the two states to 
live in an "unhealthy environ- 
ment contaminated by unnatural 
atmospheric pollutants emitted 
by motor vehicles manufactured 
by the defendants." 

The suit also charges tho de- 
fendants have engaged in a 
common law conspiracy in their 
anti -competitive activities. 

The third count deals with pol- 
lution and charges the automo- 
bile manufacturers with "caus- 
ing (o be 'manufactured and op- 
erated on the highways of the 
United States, motor vehicles 
which: emit contaminates into 
the air, namely carbon monoxide, 
oxides of nitrogen, hydro-carb- 
ons, lead compounds and other 
toxic particles which constitute a 
danger to human health * and 
welfare and which directly cause 
severe damage to the flora and 
fauna of -the plaintiff states, 
which j constitutes . a public nul- 
sance ... . .*' ;> - . 

Scott's suit asks the United 
States Supreme Court to issue a 
mandatory injunction requiring 
the defendants fo initiate a 
court-ordered crash program to 
produce a pollution control de- 
vice and/or a pollution free en- 
gine at the earliest date as shown 
by the evidence. 

Scott, and Attorney General 
Gordon .further ask that the 
auto makers be required to install 
on all new motor vehicles — and 
the defendants' expense — and 
on all existing motor vehicles 
manufactured since 1953, effec- 
tive anti-pollution control devices. 
Scott said the suit is being filed 
in the U.S. Supremo Court be- 
cause pollution caused by autos 
is "so far-reaching, and of. such 
importance that it constitutes a 
national nuisance." 

The Illinois- Attorney Genrcai 
said there would be an over- 
whelming advantage in a single 
trail in the high court, rather 
than separate trials in diverse 
districts since "the conspiracy 
alleged is one which has nation- 
wide effect." 

Scott earlier filed an anti-trust 
suit against the automakers in 
October of t 1969 which is now 
pending in Los Angeles. The At- 
torney General said he would dis- 
miss any aspect of the Los An- 
cles .suit in which the Supreme 
Court takes jurisdiction.
